She Would Perce Him to 

‘Make It Right.’ , 
DENTIST MAY HAVE _ 

JUMPED INTO RIVER 


But Police Intend to Con-| 


tinue Hunt for Him Till 


Fact Is Established or He 
Is Found. 


After a 33-hour investigation of 
the strange murder of Mrs. Jose- 
phine M. Elder by Dr. Squire Pom- 
eroy Bevier in his office at Broad- 
way and Keokuk street, Chief of 
Police Gerk expressed the opinion 
last night that the 60-year-old den- 
tist had beaten his elderly patient 
to death in a sudden frenzy of rage 
provoked by a quarrel over the 
quality of his dental work. 

Chief Gerk is inclined to believe 
that Dr. Bevier ended his life Fri- 
day morning by jumping into the 
river from the Free Bridge, less 
than 20 hours after the murder 
and only four hours before the 
body of his  Tl-year-old victim, 
mother of former Judge Conway 
Elder of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, was found in his darkened 
office in rear of a drug store at 
3680 South Broadway. 

The theory that a rr pre- 
cipitated the murder is based on 
the{fact that Mrs. Elder had told 
her son that she intended to com- 
plain about a dental plate made 
for her by Dr. Bevier, that she 
would force him to “make it right” 
and also on the fact that both she 
and the dentist were easily aroused 
and inclined to be intemperate in 
anger. 

Jump Off Bridge Reported. 

That Dr. Bevier may have ended 
his life is indicated by~ the state- 
ment, “me for the river,” included 


.in a note found in his office, and 


the additional ‘circumstance 
that a truck driver reported having 
seen a man of his general descrip- 
tion jump from the Free Bridge at 
10:30 o'clock Friday morning. 

“It looks very much like Dr, 
Bevier has ended his life,” Chief 
Gerk said, “but that will not halt 
our search. We intend to find him 
or éstablish that he is dead before 
closing this case.” 

Shortly afterward he assigned 
detectives to investigate the state- 
ment-.of a Pocahontas (Ill.) res- 
taurant keeper that a man resem- 
bling the published photograph of 
Dr. Bevier had dined there abczut 
8:30 o'clock Friday night and had 
departed eastward on Highway No. 
40 with a truck driver who had ac- 
companied him. 

The note, written by the dentist 
after he had slain Mrs. Elder, was 
found in his well-ordered office 
desk Friday night by Detective 
Sergt. Nienaber. The face of the 
note, which was written in pencil, 
read: 

This damn biackmailer got 

hers—-me for the River (over). 

The reverse of the note read as 
follows: 

Everything I possess belongs 
to Martha Jane and Audrey 
Rose, nothing to Fred or Fern 
by former marriage—let (here 
he wrote the name of a man) 
take care of--(a § woman’s 
hame.) He broke up three homes 
and is keeping—(the same 
woman’s name). Good byt

Five-cent cotton has blighted New| 
Madrid County as did the drouth) 


two years ago, when half of its 30,- 
000 population was dependent. on 
the Red Cross. 

A Negro, who had sought shelter 
in a barn, froze to death at New 
Madrid in the cold wave. At Gideon 
the death of a child was attributed 
to lack of the necessaries of life. 
In the last month two women died 
near New Madrid without medical 
attention. One left five children, 
the youngest an infant. Tubercu- 
losis is increasing. : 

Pilfering has become common. 
Most of the 45 persons in the New 
Madrid jail are there for petty 
theft. Seven stole hogs for food. 
Authorities recommend sentences 
with paroles in the hope that, out of 
jail, they may be of some aid to 
their dependents. 

One hears reports of a_ recent 
liquor raid. The raider found two 
elderly Negroes with a primitive 
still. A woman was grinding grain 
between two flat stones to make 
corn meal. There was no other 
food in the house. “I’}l have to bust 
up your still,” said the raider, “but 
I'll be damned if I'm going to ar- 
rest you.” 

865 Families in Need. . 

Welfare leaders of 10 commu- 
nities have given the County Court 
meports of 885 families destitute or 
on their last legs. The represen- 
tative of the eleventh community, 
completing a list covering the en- 
tire county, could not make an esti- 
mate, but described conditions sim- 
ilar to those in the other neigh- 
borhoods. 

Oscar E. Mitchell, County Wel- 
fare Officer, estimated that not 
less than 1000 persons in New 
Madrid County were in immediate 
need. He has been able to make 
relief grants of about $5 in investi- 
gated cases, which average about 
25 a month, and turns away three 
to 10 applicants daily for lack of 
funds. 

The $12,000 poor fund for 1932 
has been expended and $14,000 in 
additional warrants issued in an- 
ticipation of taxeS which may or 
may not be paid next week. Aside 
from emergency relief, the regular 
demands on the fund have dou- 
bled. The county has taken on 
38 indigent persons to support out- 
side the county farm, besides an 
equal number there, From this 
fund also must come payments to 
the State eleemosynary institutions. 
A neighboring county failed to 
keep up the payments and has its 
insane, returned, to be quartered 
with its poor. Tax revenue for 
the fund in 1933 is scarcely ex- 
pected to cover more than these 
ordinary fuzictions. 

Hope for Outside Relief. 

The most conservative opinions 
were that, allowing for every re- 
source of the county, communities 
and neighbors, and discounting in 
full for tendencies toward depend- 
ence handed down from the ante- 
bellum social structure, hundreds 
in the county face genuine suffer- 
ing for which relief, if any, must 
come from outside. 

Where it can be obtained is a 
matter of acute concern to the 
County Court and responsible citi- 
zens, They feel they have been 
barred from participation in emer- 
gency relief loans of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation by 
regulations which, they understand, 
limited those funds to relief of in-

KILLED MRS. ELDER 
IN ROW OVER WORK

ment to friends, and declared she 
proposed to force him to “make it 
right.” 
It was late Thursday night when 
Judge Elder returned to his apart- 
ment at 4009 Lindell boulevard, and 
he assumed that his mother, with 
whom he lived, had retired. When 
she failed to appear Friday morn- 
ing to bid him goodby, as was her 
custom, he found she had not slept 
in her bed. He called Dr. Bevier’s 
office, and learned that the phone 
had been disconnected for a month. 
After failing to find trace of her 
at the homes of friends, Judge 
Elder went to the one-story brick 
cottage at 5004 Alabama avenue 
where Dr. Bevier resided with his 
wife and his daughters, Martha 
Jane, 12, and Audrey Rose, 8, whom 
he named in his note. 
There Judge Elder learned. that 
the dentist had not been seen since 
Thursday noon when he came 
home agitated and suffering from 
cuts and bruises on his face, 
changed his necktie, pocketed an 
automatic pistol and hurriedly de- 
parted after telling his wife he had 
had a quarrel with a man patient. 
Judge Elder Appeals to Police. 
Judge Elder then made his ap- 
peal to the police for help. Detec- 
tive Sergt. Leonard Murphy and 
Detective Al Detert were assigned. 
They went at once to the dentist's 
office, where they found doors 
locked and shades drawn. 
Detert climbed over a transom 
above a door leading to the office 
from the drug store and admitted 
the others. They found the body 
of Mrs. Eider near a steam radia- 
tor. It was lying on its side, with, 


the head and upper body. Nearby 
was one of her slippers. 

The body lay in a broad stain of 
dried blood. There were bloodstains 
on the radiator, on a door on the 
other side of the room, and on the 
leg of a metal table. On a work 
bench iay the slayer’s weapon, a 
dentist’s mallet. This instrument 
is a steel cylinder with a wood core 
and weighs two pounds. It was 
bloodstained and on its faces were 
strands of brown hair like that of 
the murdered woman. 

Dr. Ralph Thompson, who per- 
formed the autopsy, reported Mrs. 
Elder had died primarily of loss of 
blood, but listed injuries which 
showed she had made a determined 
fight for her life. The skull was 
fractured in several places, the face 
and shins were heavily bruised, the 
right hand, the second, third and 
fourth fingers of the right hand, 
and the small finger of the left 
hand, were fractured. ‘Under the 
finger nails were particles of dried 
skin. 

Mrs. Elder’s hat, unmarked by 
blood, was found behind the ra- 
diator, her gloves, also unmarked, 
on the floor. On the dentist’s chair 
lay her handbag. It contained 
$13.95 in cash, four street car tok- 
ens, a key, spectacles, a mirror, a 
Catholic religious medal and a 
small coin purse. 

Clerks in Store Heard Nothing. 

The public entrance to Dr. Be- 
vier’s office is at 2249 Keokuk 
street, around the «<orner from 
Broadway, but he himself some- 
times used the entrance through 
the drug store. Travor Gaffner, 
the proprietor, and two clerks were 
in the store all Thursday morning 
but said they heard no. unusual 
sounds from the dentist's office. 
Harvey J. Padberg, one of the 
clerks, recalled he had seen. Dr. 
Bevier going through the store to 
his office about 9 a. m. Thursday. 
He did not see him leave.

However she was 
unable to find the clip in a search 
of the house. — 


Record of Mrs. Elder’s Bill. 


Dr. Bevier was recommended to 
Mrs. Elder several months ago as 
an “excellent dentist” by her niece, 
Mrs. Mae Conaway, 6937A Gravois 
avenue. Mrs. Conaway did not 
know, however, that her aunt had 
followed her recommendation al- 
though she had heard from Mrs. 
Elder frequently since the recom- 
mendation. 

In addition to the note discov- 
ered in »Dr. Bevier’s desk, Sergt. 
Nienaber found an office record 
card which read: 

Mrs. J. Elder, 10-19-32. Char- 
acter of work: Upper and lower. 
$50. Deposit $10. 

Also in the desk were a bundle 
of old letters, two postal money or- 

jer receipts bearing the names J. 
® Mayhew and Rudolph Lynch of 

Otosi, Mo., and three of the den- 
Christmas cards. These bore 
his photograph, a line drawing of 
a house and the printed legend: 
“A happy wish for your Christmas 
cheer, a cheery wish for a happy 
New Year.” 


‘Dr. Bevier’s description broad- 
cast by the police follows: 60 years 
old, five feet, seven or eight inches 
tall, 155 to 160 pounds weight, 
stocky, fair complexion, gray hair 
bald on top, dark gray suit, gray 
spats, blue shirt, brown hat pulled 
down in front and brown plaid 
overcoat. 

Not mentioned in the police de- 
scription is an infirmity which 
made it impossible for him to con- 
trol one of his eyes. He was hurt 
in a laboratory explosion several 
years ago, acquaintances told re- 
porters, and since had been unable 
to move the eye freely without 
lowering @he eyelid and massaging 
it. 

A graduate of the American Col- 
lege of Dental Surgery at Chicago, 
Dr. Bevier came to St. Louis in 1903 
or 1904, he told friends. He was 
admitted to practice in Missouri in 
1905, but often remarked that prior 
to that he had a concession on the 
Pike at the World’s Fair. 


A native of Pewaukee, Wis., he 
had two children, the Fred and 
Fern mentioned.in his note, when 
he moved to St. Louis. Later he 
was divorced from his first wife. 
Td the second marriaze three chil- 
dren were born. In addition to the 
daughter the Beviers had a son 
who died at tne age of 2. 

Bevier was known as a man who 
liked liquor, but he did not drink to 
excess, according to acquaintances, 
Most. of his leisure was spent in 
work on a T carnamtgd of his family 
and in tinkering on an old auto- 
mobile in his garage which has not 
run for months.

ONE BOY SAVED, ONE DROWNED; 
12 RESCUERS IN HOSPITAL 


Children Fall Through Ice at In- 
dian Creek, N. Y.; Policeman 
Hero of Accident.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—After pro- 
longed and extensive rescue efforts 
one boy was saved but his com- 
panion drowned today when the 
two fell through thin ice into In- 
dian Creek. 

James McGuire, 9 years-old, lost 
his life while Thomas Stafford, 8, 
was rescued. Twelve rescuers were 
taken to hospitals, one of them in 
serious condition. 

For 30 minutes Patrolman Louis 
Ettlinger, one of the first on the 
scene, struggled around in the icy 
water holding to the two boys.

MEETS CARDINALS IN 

Gift of $50,000 Made to 
Him by Subscriptions Re- 
ceived in Response to 
Vatican Organ Appeal. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24. —Pope 
Pius XI, in a Christmas message 
to the world today, expressed hope 
that there might be surcease f-‘om 
talk of armaments and reparations, 
debt payments, moratoriums and in- 
solvencies, during a holy year be- 
ginning April 2, 1933, which is to 
commemorate the nineteenth cen- 
tenary of the passion, death and 
resurrection of Christ. 

The Pope’s message was in re- 
sponse to Christmas greetings from 
the cardinals who live in Rome and 
from the sacred curia, the church's 
administrative departments. These 
eardinals were gathered before him 
in the consistory hall. 

“Sufferings of the poor workinor 
classes,” the Pope said, “are most 
felt and painful, and for this reason 
they are the most needy and deserv+ 
ing of help, of social justice and off 
Christian charity.” 

Announces Holy Year. 

Announcing the holy year, the 
Pope said “this dutiful and benefi- 
cent observance is desired by many 
persons. 

“It will be no light benefit that 
the world should not hear or speak 
of conflicts, differences, lack of 
confidence, armaments, disarma- 
ment, damages, reparations, deht:, 
payments, moratoriums, insolven- 
cies, economic and financial inter- 
ests or of individual miseries,” he 
said. 

“Let the world no longer hear 
only those notes, but instead those 
of high tuality and strong ap- 
peal to life and the interests of the 
souls.” 

He made the observanee for a 
full. year, so it might have “the 
greatest possible value through 
prayer, expiation, propitiation, holy 
indulgencies and reform of life.” 

The Pope sent best Christmas 
wishes and prayers for “peace, 
tranquillity, mutual confidence, 
friendly relations, greater assist- 
ance wherever were the greatest 
needs sufficient remunerative work 
and less unfavorable and’ uncertain 
general conditions of life.” 

This was expressed particularly 
at a moment when, he said, there 
were “so many divisions and con- 
flicts among peoples and states, not 
excluding the horrors of war and 
civil war and the consequent con- 
tinuance and worsening of a uni- 
versal financial and economic crisis 
without precedent in history.” 

Enume Joys and Sorrows. 

Following an ancient custom the 
Pope enumerated his joys and sor- 
rows of the year. His joys: 

Completion and dedication of the 
new Vatican gallery. 

Increasingly friendly relations 
with the Italian Government exem- 
plified by Mussolini’s visit to him 
last February. 

Some betterment of the 
crisis. 

The felicitations he received on 
becoming 75 years old May 31. 

The sorrows include: 

Strained relations with Mexico, 
the condition of the elergy there, 
which drew an _ encyclical letter 
from Pius last October. 

Difficult conditions for the 
church in Russia and Spain. Car- 
dinal Segura, driven from Spain, 
was one of the Cardinals who 
called on the Pope today. 

istress experienced by every na- 
tion from the economic crisis. 

The deaths of the Cardinals who 
passed away during the year—the 
Austrian Piffl, and Van Rossum of 
Holland. 

Pope’s Consolations. 

Among the consolations of the 
last year the Pope called “to the 
admiration of all the examples of 
heroic faith and constancy, often 
true martyrdom, of Bishops, priests 
and the religious laity in the coun- 
tries before mentioned (Spain, Rus- 
sia and Mexico). These are splendid 
pages which the Church of Christ 
is inserting among the most glori- 
ous and edifying of history.” 

‘The Pope included in the “con- 
solations” the Christmas truce he 
obtained between Bolivia and Para- 
guay. 

_The Pope spoke for 20 minutes 
in Italian, after a 10-minute talk by 
Cardinal Pignatelli di Belmonte, 81- 
year-old dean of the Sacred College. 

The Cardinals singiy approached 
the Pope, kneeled and kissed his 
hand. 

Like the humblest parish priest, 
Pope Pius availed himself of the 
special privilege of saying three 
masses early Christmas morning, 
starting at midnight.

BRITAIN ACTS TO FORCE GREECE| 
TO PAY 30 PCT. ON U. S. LOAN 


To Withhold Surpluses of Ear- 
marked Revenues if Obliga- 
tion Is Not Met. 

By the Associated Press. 

ATHENS, Greece, Dec. 24.—The 
British Minister informed the 
Greek Government today that, un- 
less it pays 30 per cent to the 
United States on the American loan 
of 1929, Britain cannot allow the 
International Commission of Fi- 
nancial Control to hand the Greek 
Government surpluses of § ear- 
marked revenues now in ‘the com- 
mission’s possession. 5 

The Greek Premier stated that, 
before deciding, he would await the 
United States Government’s reply 
to his proposal for arbitration: on 
the nature of the 1929 loan. Mean- 
while, the 30 per cent is being kept 
earmarked. The American loan to 
Grecce of 1929 was $12,000,000. | 

The United States answer to the 
Greek note on the 1929 loan was 
received this afternoon. It pointed 
out that Greece must pay the 30 
per cent without any reservations. 
The Greek reply will be sent after 
the holidays.

I. my first article I told you of a change that has taken place 


corner kicks are taken. 


I do not think I can-do better this time 


than tell you of another method which we have adopted, and which 


we are finding of great assistance. 


The great trouble today is that / 


the referee cannot move as fast as 
the ball when kicked hard ‘up the 
field. Play is at oneSend of the 
field and the referee is up there. 
Then a fullback clears, and play 
is instantly at the other end. Now 
anything can happen up there, and 
the referee is too far away to see 
what it is. 

This problem has worfied us and 
we have tried all kinds of experi- 
ments, until we agreed upon what 
we call the diagonal system. This, 
in brief, méans that when one lines- 
man is up with the play, the : 
one must be at the other end of the 
field. The referee is somewhere be- 
tween the two in a diagonal line 
across the field. This means that 
all parts of the field are under ob- 
servation. 

There are different ways of 
working this system, but. I think 
the simplest way is for each lines- 
man to be told that he must keep 
up with one forward line. So we 
will say Reds are playing against. 
Blues. Linesman A is told to keep 
in line with Red forwards, and 
Linesman B is told to stay with 
Blue forwards. 

That is simpie, but you will find 
that these linesmen have to desert 
their posts when a ball goes out of. 
play at the other end from which 
they are officiating. When that 
happens, and B linesman has to go 
up to Red forwards, then A lnes- 
man must move down the field to 
be level with Blue forwards. They 
will change back instantly after the 
throw or corner kick. The referee 
must explain to his linesmen, be- 
fore the game starts, what | 
they must do, and only by their 
obeying absolutely can this plan 


Now linesmen are given to the 
referee so that they can assist him 
in his duties. I always tell my 
Wnesmen that I shall take their rul- 
ings unless I am certain that they 
are wrong. If they wave their 
flags, I shall blow my whistle. I

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A War Debt Plan. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a letter which I received frorn Oliver 

J. Troster, r in the New York 
banking house of Hoit, Rose & Troster, 
he made the following suggestion: 

“A friend of mine owns an apartment 
house. One day when he was taking 
stock of his assets and liabilities, he found 
that every tenant in the building was be- 
hind in his rent from two to five months 
and there was small likelihood of the 
future rents being paid promptly. He 
therefore hit upon this plan: 

“He visited each tenant, telling him 
that he was making a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in his rent and asking him to sign 
a demand note for the amount of money 
for which his rent was in arrears, in- 
forming him as he did so that if he paid 
his rent promptly between the first and 
fifth of each month for the next year, he 
would make him a present of the demand 
note which the tenant had signed. Al 
this happened eight months ago and to 
date there have been no defaults in pay- 
ment and none of the tenants has delayed 
payment beyond the fifth of the month. 

“Based upon this experience, it has 
been suggested that inasmuch as most of 
us agree that much of the principal of 
the war debts will never be collected, we 
forego even the possibility of receiving 
it; that we ask each debtor country to 
pay 3 per cent interest annually for the 
next 30 years on the total amount of its 
debt to us; that if, at the end of that 
period, they have not been engaged in 
any war or increased their armament, 
we will make them a present of the prin- 
cipal amount of their debt. 

“Would this plan work?” 

I believe that this plan, with amend- 
ments to meet conditions of individual 
countries, would not only work in regard 
to war debts, but also would solve the 
peace problem, at least fora period of 30 
years.

Too frequently, mere 
size signifies over-expansion, the drain of profitless 
affiliates and parasitic holding companies, paying 
the price of the pyramiding and mushrooming that 
marked the boom era. The cost of maintaining large 
idle plant facilities complicates the problem, and the 
payroll of a costly executive corps, with salaries scome- 
times running into six figures, is a real handicap 
under present condifions. 

The small plant has an undoubted advantage in 
a day of hand-tomouth buying, when orders are 
so small that the large operator cannot handlé them 
profitably. Small firms can adapt themselves quick- 
ly to the changes in market conditions. Their over- 
head is low, their organization compact, their poli- 
cies cautious and conservative rather than expansive. 
These concerns are a community asset, for profits 
stay at home, while outlay for salaries and sup- 
plies goes largely into local circulation.

The effect of the merger craze has been disastrous 
to almost all the cities in the interior of the United 
States... Where they formerly enjoyed a high degree 
of independence in industry and were the homes of 
the owners, they are now remote from the home of- 
fices and neither know nor see the men who control 
the plants. The executives are all in New York or 
Philadelphia. Most of these plants were built-by the 
individual enterprise and industry of their founders. 
The destruction in them of that loyalty which was 
inspired by personal leadership is one of the gravest 
consequences of the merger policy. 

The question is: Do we want to liberalize the 
anti-trust laws, thus piling trust upon trust, as so 
many people insist, or shall we be guided by the lesson 
of Persian elephants and slim little Greeks? 


President Hoover, seeking to end hostilities between 
Bolivia and Paraguay in the Chaco region, has pre- 
pared a message to Congress asking for authority to 
impose an arms embargo. The measure would apply 
not only to these two countries, which, it is said, 
are not specifically mentioned in the message, but 
to any country regarded as a menace to peate. 

Cutting off the belligerents’ supply of arms and 
munitions is an excellent way to stop a war, or at 
least to limit its scope. Only the great Powers are 
industrially equipped to arm themselves. Even-then, 
as in the World. War, they are obliged to buy more 
weapons from every possible neutral source. It is 
impossible, however, for one nation to conduct a suc- 
cessful arms embargo. In 1914, for example, this 
country placed an ‘embargo on arms shipments to 
Mexico, with respect to both the Huerta Government 
and the revolutionists under Carranza. Huerta, of 
course, began buying arms in Europe, and this coun- 
try’s seizure of Vera Cruz was motivated in part by 
the desire to stop a shipment of munitions from Ger- 
many. In the present instance, both Bolivia and Par-

aguay are buying most of their arms in Europe, and 


an Amercan embargo would have no effect on these. 

Joint action by all nations will be necessary before 
wars can be smothered out by arms embargoes. It 
may be Mr. Hoover’s hope that the grant of such ' 
authority to him will set an example for other coun- 
tries and result in similar action elsewhere. Or it 
may result in implementing the Kellogg pact with a 
provision calling for the signatory nations to join 
in arms embargoes against belligerents. Another pos- 
sibility in the grant of such power to our President is 
that it would enable this country to join the League 
of Nations’ members in an economic boycott, to the 
extent of arms and munitions, against an aggressor 
nation. Control of arms manufacture by gévern- 
ments, in which this country recently has shown its 
inclination to join, would greatly simplify the task 
of curbing the traffic in the tools of warfare. 

The Hoover proposal, standing alone, is less than a 
half-way measure. It would do no more than drive 
foreign purchasers to buy their armaments in Eu- 
rope. If other nations join in—and this should be 
an important objective of the world arms conference 
—then a great deal of good may be accomplished.

-§N 1904, Gen. Joffre became Chief Engineer 


of the French Army. In 1911, he was ap- 

pointed Chief of the General Staff. In 
December, 1915, he was made Commander- 
in-chief of the French Armies, and a year 
later, under pressure of public opinion which 
had preeipitated a political crisis, he re- 
signed his position, receiving the title of 
Field Marshal as a consolation prize. 

Thus it is seen that for 10 years previous 
to the outbreak of the World War, Joffre 
was in position to know all about France’s 
military plans and preparations; and for 
two and a half yéars of the great conflict 
he was the central military figure on the 
side of the Allies. His sphinx-like silence 
under criticism during the post-war years, 
and his announcement that his personal 
memoirs would not be published until after 
his. death, must have aroused great interest 
in many quarters. . 

What would Joffre have to reveal? What 
new light would he be able to throw upon 
many questions that had beén darkened by 
partisan wranglings? Would he, as a result 
of his post-mortem revelations, emerge 
from the fog of contemporaneous misunder- 
standings to stand forth in the timeless-sin- 
light of authentic history as one of the sub- 
lime figures in the Story of Mankind? 

To judge by the publisher's announcement 
and the quoted utterances of distinguished 
writers, a reader might be led to suppose 
that. something of the sort had come to pass. 

Nevertheless, when the two-volume per- 
sonal reeord here noted is closed, it is not 
with a sense of greatness looming in a time- 
less light, but rather of tremendous hap- 
penings somehow muddled through with an 
incorrigibly optimistic courage, easily to be 
over-admired in certain crucial situations.

Final figures on the industrial cc- 
operative garden of the B. F’. Good- 
rich Co., near Akron, O., disclose 
that 1,010,000 pounds, or more than 
500 tons, of produce were grown 
on the 275-acre tract by part-tiroe 
and former employes and distribut- 
ed to them. 

Nearly 1000 men worked at plant- 
ing, cultivating and harvesting the 
crops since it was started last 
spring. 

Garden workers received produce 
in direct proportion to the tite 
they spent on the soil. Many had 
no previous farm or garden expe- 
rience, but all-qworked under direc- 
tion of a farm supervisor under the 
co-operative plan.

The annual derby of what the 


British term “Old Crocks’—cars 28 
years old or older—from London to 


Brighton, organized by the Royal

Approves That Adopted by 
State Highway Officials’ 
Association. 


Expecting that traffic regulation 
will be subject to review in most of 
the 44 states. whose Legislatures 
will convene in regular session in 
1933, directors of the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce 
have approved the uniform code of 
dimensions and speed limitations 
for vehicles recently adopted by the 
American Association of State 
highway officials. 

At the same time the Chamber 
directors expressed themselves in 
complete agreement with the pur- 
poses for which the organization 
of highway officials is seéking 
adoption of its code.’ Revision of 
the laws of each State in conform- 
ity with the provisions of the 
“model” code, it is believed, would: 

(a) Establish a fundamental pre- 
requisite of highway design; 

(b) Permit the efficiency and 
safety of interstate motor traffic; 

(c) Facilitate the removal of un- 
desirable vehicles and operations 
from, highways; and 

(d) Aid in stabilizing the relation- 
ship between the highway and the 
motor vehicle. 

Under provisions of the code, 
maximum dimensions of vehicles 
using State. highways would be 
fixed at 8 feet in width, 12 feet 6 
inches in height, 35 feet in the 
length of vehicles and 45 feet in 
the length of vehicle combinations. 

Liberalization is a feature of the 
speed provisions. Except for buss- 
es and trucks, which would be re- 
stricted to a maximum limitation 
of 45 miles per hour, it is proposed 
that passenger vehicles be permit- 
ted to operate at speeds which 
“shall be consistent at all times

Bringing the Talking Pictures 
Into the Schoolroom 


The University of Chicago Embarks 
on an Ambitious Program for 
the Production and Distribution 


of Courses Illustrated by Sound Films.

CHICAGO. 
EAR by year it becomes increasingly difficult to 
avoid an education. Time was when a youngster 
with sufficient fortitude to endure a birch rod and 
sufficient social stamina to brave a dunce cap had 
i good chance to outlast his teachers and escape 
from school practically uncontaminated by learn- 
ine. But in recent years escape hasn’t been so 
simple. Educators have substituted guile for force 
and ridicule; by low stratagems they have sought 
to trap the unwary pupil, so that he would learn 
something before he realized it, or to tempt him until he was no 
longer able to maintain his high resolve to remain ignorant. Interest 
has been the bait and the lure. School studies have been so linked 
with outside matters of interest to the pupil—with such fascinating 
things as airplanes, explorations, games and stories—that the hardi- 
est spirits can scarcely prevent themselves from acquiring some aca- 
demic knowledze. 

And now comes one of the most devastating blows of the whole 
educational conspiracy against the pupil who would preserve igno- 
rance. Thev’re bringing the talkies into the schoolroom—communi- 
cating information by a method of virtually irresistible interest. 

The University of Chicago has embarked on an ambitious program 
for the production and distribution to schools of courses of talking 
pictures. The first two films have been completed and a few. weeks 
ago the university began to. use them in its regular classroom instruc- 
tion. The first talkie course is now being offered to colleges and 
other schools throughout the country through the University of Chi- 
cago Press. 

The first course, to consist of 20 films, deals with the physical sci- 
ences. Three other courses, each containing a series of 20 films, are 
projected; their subjects are the Biological Sciences, the Social Sci- 
ences and the Humanities. 

The Physical Science series is being made in the laboratories of the 
Electrical Kesearch Products 
Inc.—-commonly known as 
ERPI—in New York. The 
technical production of the pic- 
tures is in charge of ERPI, a 
subsidiary of Western Electric 
Company, which is a part of 
the Bell System and controlled 
by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. Pro- 
fessors of Chicago University 
are collaborating with the 
techical experts in the work

[It is not the purpose of the school talkies to 
eliminate teachers. They are merely to sup- 
plement the ordinary instruction. Each film 
issued by the University of Chicago will be ac- 
companied by a syllabus containing an ex- 
position of the subject and suegestions for 
study and for the use of the film tn the reg- 
ular class work.

aid in his work and that the student will acquire a cleare: 
and more lasting understanding of scientific processes 
when they are vitalized by scene and sound.” 
The films will be available in 35-milimeter and 16-mil; 
meter sizes. The former will have the sound on the film 
while with the latter the lecture will be on a record. Portable appa 
ratus, which can be operated by one person, will be used in mos 
schools employing the movie instruction. 

The two talking filmis which the University of Chicago has com 
pleted and put into service have the titles ‘‘Oxidation and Reduction’ 
and “The Molecular Theory of Matter.’’ They were made under the 
supervision of Herman I. Schlesinger, professor of chemistry, and 
Harvey B. Lemon, professor of physics, of the university. Both might 
be said to serve as introduction to scientific methods of investigation 
in the physical sciences. 

In the first of these, experiments with various materials are de 
picted, graphicdlly illustrating the changes that take place in oxida- 
tion and reduction, the theories of the causes of these changes and 
ways of verifying the theories. 

“The Molecular Theory of Matter’’ deals with certain behavior of 
gases, liquids and solids. The extensive movement of molecules in 
gases, their slighter movement in liquids and their arrangement into 
orderly patterns, still with a little motion, in solids are shown in ani- 
mated drawings. 

Micro-photography also is employed to disclose evidence of mole- 
cular motion. 


assist the observer in comprehending what is shown, supplementing 

the vocal explanation. Labels appear on the screen to identify cer- 
tain substances. Arrows indicate the direction of the pressure. A solid 
block shrinks rapidly to a small cube, the original outlines remaining 
visible, and figures appear and show that the small block is one-seven- 
teen-hundred-and-fiftieth the size of the large one. At the conclusion 
of an experiment a few words, summarizing the result, occasionally 
enter the picture. 

All such devices are calculated to enable the student’s visual! 
sense to give him the greatest possible help in understanding 
the subject being studied. 

Three other films in this first series are now being made by the 
University of Chicago and ERPI technicians. They are: ‘Energy and 
its Transformation,” ‘‘Electrostatics’ and ‘‘The Velocity of Light 

While this University of Chicago en 
terprise is said to be the first designed 
to put into the classroom organized 
series of talking pictures expounding 
with experimental demonstrations a 
comprehensive range of scientifi- fun- 
damentals, its films are not the first 
educational talkies for school use. A 
few single films of this general nature 
have been produced by other univer- 
sities. And Electrical Research Prod 
ucts, Inc., has been producing talkies 
for the classroom for several years.

But Ed- 
wina accepted it, not noticing at the 
time that there were no shoes or san- 
dals or boots, no stockings, no shirt- 
waist. no skirt, no leggings—-nothing 
that would protect her white body and 
limbs from the Soudan grass and in- 
sects and underbrush.

When fully outfitted, the company 
plunged inward toward ‘“‘location,’’ 60 
miles up the Nile River at a point 
near Murchison Falls. 

“At last,’ they rejoiced, ‘‘we are 
nearing the journey’s end!”’ 

Awaiting them was a modernly 
equipped camp with baths, hot and 
cold running water, a commissary, 
good beds and chairs, mosquito netting 
and everything which could be bought 
to add comfort to a stay in the jungle. 
The air was sweet with odors of wild 
things and the brilliant moonlight 
made few want to go to bed. 

‘‘A primitive paradise!’’ exclaimed 
Director Van Dyke. 

Placidly settled in camp, the com- 
pany of 30 pondered the mystery of 
the land. They secretly watched the 
native dances, viewed the cruelty 
among the animals and their law 
of “survival of the fittest.’”” Pictures 
were taken of wild beasts which came 
curiously peeping at the ‘“‘white inva- 
sion,’ and occasionally some game was 
shot. And then, one night, an om- 
inously black cloud appeared. The 
lightning flashed, the thunder rolled 
and a torrent of water was spewed 


from the skies. It drenched the hills, 
poured into the gullies and, before any- 
one realized what was happening, a 
wall of water swept in upon the camp, 
carrying away tents, trunks, food sup- 
plies, photographing paraphernalia and 
causing every member of the company 
to scramble into the hills for refuge.

When the picture got under way, Ed- 
wina and Duncan, the romantic lead, 
found time to steal out into the 
moonlight and talk for hours, ponder- 
ing the eternal mystery of the jungle 
and watching native dances and reli- 
gious rites from behind trees. ; 
Continuously, members of the com- 
pany fought the ‘‘doo-doos,’’ which is 
the name for one and all the thou- 
sands of bugs and insects which infest 
the jungle. Miss Booth, when in cos- 
tume and at work, fought them most 
because she wore less clothing, and 
frequently, in the midst of a scene, 
would be forced to stop and scratch 
where some particularly voracious doo- 
doo was tasting its first white meat. 
Once when the day was pitilessly hot, 
she sustained a slight sunstroke and 
fell from a tree, but her injuries were 


slight. The camp physician kept in- 
jecting serums to ward off fever and 
make hodies immune to insect poisons.

There followed moonlit ‘nights on 
the Atlantic, when Edwina and Re- 
naldo strolled the deck and talked of 
Africa—and possibly other things, too.

Just all that they said never has 
been told. At any rate, before they 
arrived in Hollywood, Edwina had sent 
a telegram to Anthony G. Schuck, her 
husband, telling him not to meet her 
at the train.

Schuck followed instruction. He evi- 
dently realized what had happened. He 
promptly went into divorce court and 
asked for onnullment of his marriage 
to Miss Booth, and it was granted. 

Rut Mrs. Renaldo failed to heed her 
telegraphed advice. She went to the 
train, collared her husband, took him 
home, and they had ‘‘a protracted 
talk.”’ After which, she marched to 
her attorney’s office and directed him 
to file suit against Miss Booth for 
$50,000 for alienating the affections of 
her Duncan. She had learned enough 
about those nights under the jungle 
moon and on the Red and Mediterrane- 
an seas, she said, to know that when 
her husband was talking to Edwina it 
was not about his little son or his Hol- 
lywood bungalow or American polities. 
But the case was decided in favor of 
Miss Booth by the Superior Court. 

The jinx on the Trader Horn com- 
pany was asserting itself. A dispatch 
from London announced the illness ana 
sudden death of Aloysius Horn, 80 
years old, author of the film story. 
His book had made him a sizeable for- 
tune. and he had left South Africa to 
live in comfort in England the balance 
of his days. 

Miss Booth became ill and doctors 
were called. ‘‘Tropical fever and poi- 
son from insect bites,’’ they said. 

“Kidnapers try to steal Harry Carey 
Jr., the 9-year-old son of ‘Trader Horn’ 
star,’ newspapers suddenly announced. 
The Carey chauffeur said four men 
tried to get hold of the lad while 
he was being taken to a Beverly Hills 
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military academy, but were thwarted. 

‘Government will seek to deport 
Duncan Renaldo for making false 
statement in obtaining passport to Af- 
rica,’’ more headlines announced. The 
charge was that Renaldo was born in 
Rumania and not in Camden, N. J., as 
he had declared. He ‘‘jumped ship’ at 
Baltimore in 1921, Government agents 
said. Trial of this case still is pend- 
ing. 

‘‘Film company fails to renew option 
on services of Edwina Eooth,’’ a subse- 
quent newspaper item said. What set- 
tlement, if any, was made with her 
was not disclosed. 

“Court gives Duncan Renaldo di- 
vorce decree, but custody of 5-year-old 
son is awarded mother,”’ another news 
item. in time, advised. In making this 
ruling, Superior Court Judge Burnell, 
in Los Angeles, said: 

“There has been testimony here o-: 
Mrs. Renaldo’s peculiar beliefs, espe- 
cially to the effect that her son is a 
Manchu Prince and that Renaldo has 
Chinese blood in his veins. That may 
be a delusion, but even if it is, it 1s 
hardly a bearing factor. A woman 
may have peculiarities and still have 
an abundance of mother love and be a 
good mother 4o her child.’’ 


Examination of the film ‘‘shot”’ in 

Africa disclosed that parts of it 
were not clear and retakes would be 
necessary. Which was a stumper. Af- 
rica was too far away. So the produc- 
ers built an artificial African jungle 
just below the Mexican border. 

“They turned a lion into the inclos- 
ure with a soft-eyed gazelle,’ one re- 
porter elucidated, “‘the plan being for 
the king of the jungle to pounce upon 
the gazelle and tear it to bits.

strange prehistoric 
) creature were 
found recently in 
jyreenland. At first 
thought to have 
been a four-footed 
fish, a fish that 
walked on land, it 
was later identified 
as an amphibian, an animal which can 
live both in water and on land, such as 
the rrog. But it was a kind of amphib- 
ian which long ago disappeared from 
the earth. And while it cannot prop- 
erly be called a ‘‘walking fish’’—as 
it was in early reports—because it 
wasn't a fish, the discovery, in addi- 
tion to its paleontological interest, 
serves to bring to attention the fact 
that there really are such things as 
walking fish, to be found in various 
parts of the world today. 

The Greenland amphibian lived back 
in the Coal Age, when the vast coal 
deposits of Pennsylvania and the Mid- 
west were slowly forming under great 
swamps. . 

A rough estimate puts this age at 
250,000,000 years ago; but at that 
great age actual year counts really 
don't matter much. Suffice it to re- 
member that it was long before the 
dinosaurs appeared, even longer before 
the mammals, and that man is a crea- 
ture of yesterday by comparison. 

The dominant animal life of those 
xreat Coal Age swamps was amphibi- 
un—relatives of the © salamanders, 
frogs and toads. Most of these ‘am- 
phibian creatures had more external 
icsemblance to the salamanders and 
mud puppies than to the relatively 
more highly evolved frogs and toads. 

Their body outlines were fish-like or 
eel-like, and most of them had four 
rather weak legs, as salamanders have 
today. Thev got about in the water 
by waving their long bodies and their 
long-finned tatls. 


WY) arene a much question, they 
/ Spent their babyhood as tad- 
poles, just as amphibians still 
do. <All the tadpoles, and probably 
some of the adults, breathed with gills, 
as fish do; most of the adults, how- 
ever, had lungs and required air to 
breathe, even when they were in the 
water. | 

To this extent these extinct amphibi- 
uns were in all probability like their 
modern successors. But there were 
differences of structure, as shown by 
the fossilized skeletons that link them 
with the fishes, from which they 
evolved, more closely than modern 
amphibians are linked. 

There are fish-like characters about 
their spinal columns and ribs, and 
especially in their skulls. The skull 
of a modern frog or toad is a‘mere 
skeleton of a skull, whereas these 
primitive forbears of the tribe had 
skulls solidly roofed over with bones, 
like the skulls of fish, 

Furtherinore, while most modern 
umphiblans are toothless, these early 
creatures had teeth. 

Because of their  solidly-roofed 
skulls, these early amphibians have 
been given a group name that means 
“roof-heads'': Stegocephalians. The 
stegocephalians had a monopoly of the 
Coal Age swamps, and some of them 
survived into the following geologic 
age, known as the Permian, when rep- 
tiles first began to be well developed. 

Then they disappeared. All the frog 
und toud-like animals since that re- 
mote epoch have belonged to other 
groups. 

But their departure did not rob the 
world of animals that have far better 
(ithe to fame as shore-going fish than 
the stegocephalians ever could claim. 

The shore-going fish species that 
can now be found in many parts of the 
world, especially the tropics, are real 
fish, not amphibians. They are not 
even in the process of evolving into

amphibians, for they are in all struc- 
tures and functions thoroughly com- 
mitted to being fish. They are just 
shore-going fish, and nothing else, in 
spite of their odd habits. 

The one we hear about most often. 
perhaps, is the mud-skipper, a little 
fish found fairly widely distributed in 
the shallow coastal waters of South- 
eastern Asia and among some of the 
South Pacific islands. 

It likes to come up out of the water 
and lie about on the mud flats, wait- 
ing for such morsels of food as chance 
may bring. The mud-skipper can even 
climb up the slanting stilt-like roots of 
the mangrove bushes which grow up 
by the edge of the water. 

But it cannot climb trees, in spite of 
its reputed ability todo so. True. mud- 
skippers are sometimes found in tree 
tops, and alivé at that; but they are 
carried there by kites and other birds 
of prey, and are rot on such lofty 


perches through either their own voli- 
tion or acrobatic powers. 

The mud-skipper owes its land-going 
agility to its strongly developed pec- 
toral fins, which it can use both as feet 
to walk on and as elbows to lean on. 
It likes to lie basking in the sunlight, 
propped up on these fins like a seal on 
its flippers. 

It is a most interesting analogy of 
two quite different pairs of organs

used in the same way by two quite dif- 
ferent animals; the little mud-skipper, 
with its fins that have almost become 
legs, and the seal, with its front legs 
that have almost become fins. 

How the mud-skipper manages to 
keep its gills moist during its long 
stays out of water is something of a 
riddle; but it may be it carries a smal]! 
supply of water in the pouches at the 
sides of its fat, goggle-eyed little head.

A less spectacular relative of the 
mud-skipper, the long-jawed goby of 
the California coast, can survive sey- 
eral hours after being stranded by a 
receding tide, apparently by means of 
a sinall supply of water held in its 
gill pouches. The goby, however, does 
not claim distinction as a climber. 

Another fish that has gained a false 
reputation as an acrobat is the so- 
called climbing perch of India. In this 
case the putative climbing ability has 
become embalined even in its scien- 
tific name, Anabas scandens, for the 
second word is Latin for ‘“‘climbing.”’ 

Like the mud-skipper, this fish is 
sometimes carried to tree tops by 
birds. The climbing perch, really can 
come ashore, and is reported some- 
times in gardens, hunting for worme. 

It gets ulong by digging the sharp 
spines in its gill-covered margins 
against the earth, and helping itself 
along by rowing movements of its pec-

‘“‘No true gypsy stays long in the 

same place,’’ Mrs. Cole said. “‘Great 

numbers of them travel to the remote 

corners of the wurid. I have known 

many who claimed to have traveled in 

five continents. Nearly all gypsies 

speak several languages: They are of 

necessity great linguists and have little 

trouble in learning within a day or two 


speaking,’ Mrs. Cole con- 
tinued, ‘‘are alike the 
world over. And yet each 
nationality has its own in- 
dividuality. Though mar- 
riage with a ‘gorgio’ even 
today is extremely rare, 
there undoubtedly has 
been some intermingling 
of blood with the ‘gorgios’ 
of different nations. The 
gypsies also have adopted 
characteristics and even 
dialects of different nationals. 

“The English, Spanish and Russian 
gypsies are of a high type and are very 
intelligent. The. Russian and Turkish 
gypsies are frequently disliked by 
others of the race—the Russians as a 
whole being considered somewhat 
unscrupulous and the Turkish 
gypsies sometimes looked down 
upon because of their over-zea! for

“The Spanish gypsies, espe- 

clally the Moro-Spanish—the 

latter rarely seen in North 

America—are very beautiful. 

The men are tall and well pro- 

portioned, with black hair, 

dark e¢yes, excellent white 

teeth and very intelligent fea- 

tures. .The women are olive- 

skinned, brunettes, all of them, 

with large, lustrous black eyes, 

fringed with long eyelashes. They are 

always smiling. Their eyes dance with 

laughter. Their teeth are very white. 
They are beautifully formed.’’ 

Among the things which the gypsy 

borrows from the country in which he 
lives, Mrs. Cole said, is his religion. 
There are Mohammedan gypsies, Cath- 
olic and Protestant gypsies. Most En- 
glish gypsies are Episcopalians, while 
the Spanish and Italian bands are 
Catholic. They usually attend church 
in ordinary clothing and are ‘Sseldom 
recognized as gypsies. On holidays they 
make offerings to the church, and usu- 
ally these are large. Many gypsy 
couples nowadays are married by the 
regular clergy, a thing un- 
heard of in former times, 
according to Mrs. Cole. 
And members of the clergy 
read the church rites at 
manv of the gypsy funer- 
als. 

‘‘Beneath the surface, 
however, there is in every 
gypsy the ancient religion 
of his forefathers,’’ the 
gypsy postmistress contin- 
ued. “It is_a strange con- 
gliomeration of beliefs and , 
superstitions, hard for a ‘gorgio’ to 
fathom, but an actual part of the gypsy 
himself. Part of this is an ethical code 
which requires that gypsy help gypsy, 
and it is seldom violated. . The reli- 
gious beliefs are instilled in every 
member of the race in early childhood, 
a duty falling upon the oldest woman 
in each band. 

‘In sickness and death the queer, 
superstitious beliefs of the gypsies be- 
come evident, no matter how much 
they profess the established church. 
For instance, gypsies never bring flow- 
ers into a sickroom. It will cause a 
calamity, they believe, and is sure to 
result in either the serious lapse or the 
death of the sick person. Flowers are 
not brought to the grave. 

“In place of the flowers at death, 
the gypsies give gold. Into the casket 
with the dead person go a few of the 
coins, while the other gifts of money 
may be contributed to the funeral ex- 
pense. Money is sent to poor rela- 
tives, to insure their presence at the 
funeral service. 

“In the casket with the dead per- 
son also are placed any of the per- 
sonal possessions which have been 
highly prized by the departed one— 
such as a diamond ring, in the case of 
a dead woman, together with cosmet- 
ics, a mirror, a needle and thread— 
anything which her friends or family 
believes she may miss or need, wher- 
ever she is. 

“Candles of beeswax, never of tal- 
low, are burned about her bier. On 
her eyes and lips are placed powdered 
frankincense—that on her eyes ‘to 
shut out sights and scenes that might 
weary her,’ that on her lips ‘to pre- 
yent her from talking too much,’ for 
gypsy women, like the women of ail 
races, have the reputation of talking 
a good deal. After the burial three 
feasts are given at stated intervals.

\ “The gypsy marriage custom also is 

very interesting. Although many gyp- 
sies are now married like other peo- 
ple, the majority still cling to the old 
customs of their race. These require 
that the girl be sold by her parents to 
the parents of the boy who is to be her 
husband. She may be sold any time 
between infancy and womanhood. 
When the marriage takes piace, usual- 
ly several years after the sale, the gir! 
goes to live with the parents of the 
bridegroom. 

“During the period of «her be- 
trothal, which is the greater part of 
her girlhood, it may appear strange 
that she doesn’t fall in love with some- 
body else, or that the boy doesn’t. This. 
however, rarely happens. 

“The amount which the parents of a 
boy pay for a girl varies from a few 
hundred to several thousand dollars. 
Frequently the latter is the case. If 
the marriage breaks up the girl re- 
turns home and her parents sell her 
to somebody else. They never re- 
turn the money paid by the first 
husband’s parents. I know one 
girl who was sold six times. 

“After marriage the 
young wife is supposed to 
do two things—she must 
bear children and make 
money. The first money 
must go to the parents of 
her husband, for she must 
pay them back what they 
spent for her. Then she 
must set aside a sum for 
the purchase of a bride 
for her son—-for by this 
time, usually, she will 
have a son. 

“Gypsy men are shrewd traders and 
pick up money in various ways, but 
they do not iike work, and it is ugu- 
ally the woman who has to make the 
money for the family. She controls 
the purse strings, too. Usually she 
makes her money through fortune tell- 
ing, or ‘dukering,’ as it is called by 
the gypsies themselves. 

“Inside the gypsy tent, the first 
thing placed upon the ground is a rug. 
It covers the entire interior of the tent. 
Sometimes this may be an expensive 
rug. They sleep upon feather beds, 
placed upon this rug. The beds are of 
the best feathers obtainable and are 
inclosed, of course, in very brightly 
colored cloth. In cold weather they lie 
between two of these feather beds. 
They are never cold at night. 

““‘No gypsy, following the trail, ever 
washed his face in a basin of water— 
nor in the water of a stream. Instead, 
he opens his hands while another 
pours water upon the palms, and this 
he rubs upon his face, clear back over 
the hair. The women do likewise. 

“The gypsy woman handles the 
purse strings. Sometimes the monev 
is hidden in her clothing. Today, trav- 
eling .in cars, their treasure hiding 
places have been changed. In the old 
days, two of the choice places were so 
unusual that they are worth mention- 
ing. The wooden axle, behind the wag- 
ou wheel, would be hollowed out and 
the money placed in it, far behind the 
pin. Also, they would put gold and sil- 
ver coins in one of the dark vessels, or 
pots, used in cooking, which they car- 
ried dangling from the rear of their 
wagons. Down in the bottom of one of 
these pots, caked over with tallow, was 
the family’s treasure. While families 
and bands carry money around with 
them today, they now are depositing 
much of their riches in family deposi' 
vaults in the biggest city banks.’

NEW YORK. 
HE latest and most 
vicious prohibition 
racket has invaded 
New York City in 
the form of “‘hit- 
and-run”’ speak- 
easies, known as 
“clip joints,’ which 
specialize in  rob- 
bing patrons and 
then moving to another location before 

ihe police can catch up with them. 

The existence of this type of no- 
inadic speakeasy was violently brought 
(o public attention recently by the 
commission, within a week, of two 
crimes in such places, in one of whicha 
patron was held captive while at- 
tempts were made to cash a large 
check which he had been forced to 
sign. In the other instance, a French 
jeweler, in New York on business, was 
robbed and so badly beaten in the 
process that he died 24 hours later. 

In both instances the perpetrators of 
ihe crimes were apprehended and in- 
dicted, and though police are making 
every effort to suppress this danger- 
ous type of speakasy they admit that 
the task is all but impossible and feel 
that the most they can do is to warn 
the public. The reason the police are 
comparatively helpless is because the 
+xistence of any particular clip joint 
doesn't come to notice until after a 
robbery or swindle has been commit- 
ted. It is too late then, for by that 
time the clip joint has moved to a new 
location, leaving no forwarding ad- 
dress, 

The manner in which the usual clip 
joint operates is this: The proprietors 
rent a room or two, either in a hotel or 
ihe basement of some rooming house. 
lf the place isn't already furnished 
they furnish it very cheaply, perhaps a 
table or two, a few chairs and may- 
radio. Such places, of course, 
have no expensive or heavy (fix- 
tures, or even a bar, for the furnish- 
ings must be such that they can be 
moved easily or abandoned with little 
loss. The stock rarely consists of 
more than a bottle or two of whisky, 
for the purpose of the place isn’t to 
sell liquor, but to use that merely 
is a lure, and as a means of doping

The next important step in the proc- 
ess is to come to an understanding 
with a number of taxicab drivers, who 
are promised a commission on all the 
money made from any patron they 
bring to the joint.

(he taxi drivers. Thus, anyone who 
asks a taxi driver if he knows where

Once inside the joint the procedure 
varies. Usually the man is rendered 
unconscious. When he regains con- 
sciousness he is apt to find himself in 
the gutter, many blocks away, with his 
pockets empty, with only a hazy recol- 
lection of what has happened and with 
no knowledge whatsoever of the loca- 
tion of the joint, since he had relied 
entirely on the taxi driver to be taken 
there.
